UNION FEELING IN NEW ORLEANS. 
There are a large number of Union men 
even in New Orleans, more especially in the 
heavy business circies, among merchants who 
ty enough to see the direction in 
which their interests lie. The French Creole 
population almost unanimously entertain 
strong Union sentiments, and were it not for 
the native pride and strong influence attach- 
ing to the name of Beauregard, the Louisiana | 
regiments would be entirely destitute of 
French soldiers. Many of the citizens who 
are of Northern nativity, and others who are 
attached to the North by business luterests or 
consanguineal relations, are alse sincere in 
their professions of allegiance, and only await 
the proper opportunity to prove their devotion 
by their actions. It ts only your native born 
Soatherner, the owuer of a sugar plantation or 
cotton estate and a gang of slaves, who in- 
dulges in a bombastie and ridiculous State 
pride, and swears by Jeff. Davis as the only 
true prophet, who really is a secessionist at 
peart. But even this clases of people are disheart- 
ened by the late Federal victories and now see 
no peth to an altimate success. They keep 
up the cry, “repel the tyrant and his minions 
from our sacred soll, and coolly talk of un- 
hilation as the price of Northern conquest. 
Pride is the great motor which fs used to keep 
up the interest of their troops. Woman's iv- 
ffmence in the South is perhaps more potent 
than in the North, at least for evil, and an unre- 
stricted use is therefore made of it. It is through 
woman that the strongest appeals are made 
to the soldiery; woman's smile is to reward 
them upon their return, flushed with victory ; 
women's eyes are to watch over them on the 
tield and in the camp; woman's charms are to 
be reserved for those who go forth to the bat- 
tle, and denied to those whe siay at home. 
Generals, instead of addressieg the soldiers di- 
rect, address the women, urging them to use 
their influence. Pride and vanity, the leading 
characteristics of the Southron, are thus strong- 
ly appealed to, and women and whisky col- 
laterally lend their powerful aid to foster | 
these charactcristies. The ignorant mass of 
the Southern people, removed several degrees 
even below the slave, know nothing of the 
progress of the war. Their defeats are either 
falsified into victories, or so stripped of their 
unfavorable surroundings that they appear 
as mere skirmishes. . 


In spite of all efforts to the contrary, a sad 
lack of confidence has arisen. Little faith ts 
roposed In the military talent of Jed. Davis; 
Pillow is represented as lacking tn. the ele- 
meats composing a competent general; Floyd 
ie everywhere denounced as an arrant knave 
and coward. People have no confidence in 
each other. Secret organizations exist, osten- 
sibly for intellectual purposes, really for po- 
litical, A secret system of espionage, approx- 
imating to that of the French Revolution, is 
being cetablished,and epies infest the bar room, 
the hotel and the theatre. There is no confi- 
dunce financially, and all business is conducted 
upon a compulsory unlimited credit system. 
Specie is hoarded up in old vaults or old stock- 
ings; at any rate, it has suddenly disappeared 
from sight, and even in New Orleans, where 
there hae always been a surplus of coin, can- 
not be found. In its place the Confederate 
scrips, bits of pasteboard and brass checks, 
each good for five or ten cents, as the case 
may be, are in circulation. The trash was 
originally quoted at two per cent premium, 
but is now worth simply the cost price of the 
paper. Men who are purchasing pay it out 
with the utmost willingness. Those who are 
selling prefer to grant unlimited time rather 
than touch it. The refusal to take it, how- 
ever, involves treason to the Confederacy, 
and the unlucky merchant runs the risk of 
being reported to the military authorities and 
court martialed for disloyalty.
